A. Taft Memorial hard by the 

Capitol and 
realizes that 
it memorializes 
more than a su- 
perior senator. It 
is, in a_ sense, 
a confession and 
an effort at 
atonement. 

It is almost as 
if the hard core 
of the Old Guard 

was saying, “Forgive us, Bob. 
We betrayed you with Willkie, 
Dewey and Eisenhower, but this 
is our atonement and the bells 
continually will remind us of our 
sins.” 


The beauty of the memorial is 
impressive. If one counts the 
base in Minnesota granite, the 
peak of the shaft of pink Ten- 
nessee marble, where the bells 
are, is 115 feet high. 


While admitting the integrity of 
Sen. Taft and his many legislative 
contributions, the fact remains 
that this immortality in marb.e on 
Capitol Hill has in it a curious 
psychological quality. 


There is no memorial to any 
of the great senators or presidents 
of the past. Sen. Taft’s father 
was both president and chief jus- 
tice of the United States. There is 
no memorial to him. Nor to any 
of the giants of the past, Webster, 
Calhoun, Clay, to name but three. 
None of the senators of modern 
times, whose services to the coun- 
try were both bipartisan and pro- 
ductive, are in any sense honored 
in stone or metal. 


Small Memorial 


Years ago there was a small 
memorial to George Washington. 
It now may be seen at the Smith- 
sonian Institution. There are two 
memorials. One was placed there 
years ago by officers of the Navy 
to commemorate those who had 
died in the long fight against pi- 
rates at Tripoli. The third is a 
seated statue of Chief Justice 
John Marshall, dedicated in 1834. 
Commentators have noted it 
weighs two tons. The largest oi 
the 27 bells in the Taft Memorial 
weighs 6% tons. 


Sen. Taft was a partisan who 
gloried in the fact that he was a 
man of strong political convic- 
tions. The Taft-Hartley bill is his 
best-known legislative memorial. 
He was an able senator, a man 
without cant or any taint of hy- 
pocrisy. He was unquestionably 
his party’s leader and a major 
figure in the Senate. But Repub- 
licans such as Sen. Arthur Van- 
denberg, for example, were 
looked upon by many Republicans 
as having been of greater service 
to the country as a whole. 


So it is that many who have 
great respect for Robert Taft and 
his career wonder at the de- 
termined drive of private donors 
to erect so vast and towering a 
memorial. 


There is no escaping the very 
human psychological drive among 
those who paid for this beautiful 
bell tower. There was, at the 1952 
Republican convention, a group so 
dedicated to Bob Taft that some 
of them reminded one of apostles. 
They never did. want Gen. Eisen- 
hower. 


Great Story 


The pulse-quickening moments 
when control of the convention 
passed from the committees and 
officers of it to the floor was one 
of the great stories in our po- 
litical history. Within the span of 
an hour the Taft dream -was 
broken. 


Even then those who came to 
be called “the old Taft crowd’ 
would not relent. They sat sul- 
lenly on their hands. It was not 
until Mr. Eisenhower had a his-

Evaluation 


Of Grady 
Is Planned 


By MARION GAINES 
A survey aimed at evaluating 
Grady Hospital’s patient-ecare op- 
erations will probably be launched 
by mid-summer, the Fulton-De- 
Kalb Hospital Authority was told 
Friday. 


Authority Chairman Fred J. 
Turner reported that he has been 
negotiating for the survey with 
a New York ‘“management-con- 
sultant firm’ and that he is 
shooting for a “starting time of 
July 15.” 


Turner said the ‘‘scope of the 
survey’ would include those pri- 
mary objectives: 


(1) A determination of the ad- 
ministration and the services that 
the hospital is providing in pa- 
tient-care. 


EFFICIENCY STUDY DUE 


(2) An evaluation of ‘‘whether 
the hospital’s available financial 
and personal resources are oper- 
ating as effectively and efficiently 
as possible.” 


Turner emphasized that such a 
survey was authorized by the au- 
thority at a regular meeting last 
Dec. 4, before protests broke out 
over operations of the Grady 
Emergency Clinic. 


Negotiations for the survey ‘were 
interrupted, he explained, by the 
resignation of Hughes Spalding as 
authority chairman. Turner as- 
sumed the lead in the negotiations 
upon being named chairman Jan. 
twenty-six. 


The survey also will attempt to 
establish ‘‘whether the hospital 
administration now has adequate 
control over expenditures,”’ Tur- 
ner said. 


DIFFER ON STARTING TIME 
Turner said the authority com- 
mittee and the New York concern 
are ‘“‘pretty well together’’ on 
everything “but a starting time.” 


“T am endeavoring to get a 
starting time of July 15,” he said. 
He estimtaed that it will ‘“‘take 
several weeks’ to complete the 
survey once it is begun.

Classroom television was hailed here Friday as a ‘‘providential”’ 
aide to education in alleviating the burgeoning school population and 
the shortage of “‘top-flight instructors.” 
The man making that evalua- 
tion was Raymond D. Hurlbert of 
Birmingham, general manager of 


the Alabama Education Television 
Commission and director of the 
National Association of Educa- 
tional Broadcasters’ Southern re- 
gion. 

Teaching-by-Tv was advocated 
by Hulbert as a means of making 
sure “‘the country boy is not de- 
prived of first-class instruction 
in science, for example, simply 
because his school can’t afford 
to hire a top-grade teacher.”’

Balanced Budgets 
And Changed Ways 


Warning of continued inflation from 
deficit spending, Georgia’s Sen. Russell 
told the Georgia Bankers Assn. here 
Wednesday that the cost of domestic and 
civilian programs outside the military 
rose from $19,100,000,000 to 34 million 
dollars in the period between 1954 and 
1959. 

The high cost of defense, said the 
senator, has been blamed erroneously 
for the rising federal budget. While do- 
mestic spending has increased 78 per 
cent, defense spending actually was re~- 
duced during the intervening years and 
this year will be only about one billion 
higher than in 1954. 


It comes aS a surprise to many per- 
haps that military spending has been 
kept fairly static in spite of increased 
costs. It lends strength to the senator’s 
criticism of military cutbacks in light 
of the increasing Russian challenge. 


The senator notes our great popula- 
tion spurt, the urbanization movement 
and the advent of the science and space 
age as contributing factors in a “mighty 
impact on government and on govern- 
ment spending.” Attempts to solve the 
farm problem have accelerated the move- 
ment from farm to cities and have cre- 
ated a whole set of new problems. 

Certainly Sen. Russell is correct in 
noting the tremendous changes in the 
nation’s economic and political structure. 
Movement to the cities has created vast 
new pressures on government which are 
changing much of the basic character of 
government itself. 

Most state governments, for instance, 
are based on the older rural economies. 
They largely have ignored problems of 
the cities. The latter in turn are look- 
ing more and more to the federal govern- 
ment for relief in what the traditional 
politician sees as an unholy alliance. But 
political power follows the people. It is 
seeking expression in Washington. 

Pressures from cities and states for 
federal aid continues. So does deficit 
spending. Only determined action by the 
states themselves can prevent further relies upon their judgment.

It now appears certain that President 
Eisenhower will appoint Christian A. 
Herter as secretary of state to succeed 
John Foster Dulles. He has been declared 
physically able to hold the job in spite of 
a troublesome arthritic condition. 

This apparently removes the final ob- 
stacle to his being named to the post. It 
has been reported repeatedly that he is 
the President’s choice, 

Herter is not too well known to the 
American people although considered an 
able public servant. He has been over- 
shadowed in the state department by the 
powerful personality of Dulles. He is be- 
lieved to be less rigid than Dulles and a 
little more receptive to.compromise. 

Herter reportedly has the support of 
Sen. Fulbright, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, and other 
powerful congressional figures. He is ac- 
ceptable to some who constantly were at 
cross purposes with Dulles. 

It remains to be seen whether there 
will be basic policy changes should Herter 
be named to the job. Best guess is there 
will be more changes in methods than in 
policies. With Dulles it was a one-man 
show. With Herter there likely will be 
more teamwork and more cooperation 
with Congress. 

It is important that the nation have 
an able, trained man in this sensitive po- 
sition during this trying period. Many 
leaders, including the President, seem to 
think Herter fills the bill. The country

Nostalgia and.a get-away-from- 
the-world’s problems are inherent 
in the perennial foreign-aid de- 
bate but there are. other more im- 
portant factors. 

One is a feeling, fostered by 
the origin of the foreign-aid pro- 
grams, that there should be some 
finite end in sight to a program 
of overseas aid. 

Another factor that has pro- 
voked increasingly intensive 
analysis of foreign military aid 
by Congress is the lack of ade- 
quate mechanisms in the Execu- 
tive branch of government for 
continuous critical review of the 
program's combat effectiveness. 

There are also some serious 
military reservations in the Pen- 
tagon. These apply not to the 
principle of collective security of 
overseas allies nor to foreign aid, 
but to some of the methods and 
practices that have characterized 
the program. 

The old shibboleth, so often used 
to sell the program, that a dollar 
spent overseas to train and equip 
allies buys much more combat ef- 
fectiveness than a dollar spent on 


Too often the United States at- 
tempts to build in small, unde- 
veloped countries armies after its 
own image, with all the formab 
trappings that go with a major 
industrialized state. 

Many military observers be- 
lieve that there should be some 
important changes in the na- 
tion’s objectives and methods in 
some countries. In many of the 
smaller countries the original ob- 
jective of military aid has been 
completely altered with the years. 
In small countries like Thailand 
there are really only two valid 
goals for any military-aid pro- 
gram: An internal security force 
powerful enough to prevent any 
Communist coup or conquest by 
subversion and a small ‘‘trigger” 
force ready to fire the first shots 
against external aggression.

Spiritual Array Is | 
Of Top! mportance a 


A verse of Scripture which has long seemed 
especially appropriate for the opening of a pe- 
riod of worship is “‘Worship the Lord in the 
beauty of holiness.” This verse is found in three places 


in the Bible: 


1 Chronicles 16:29, Psalm 29.2 and Psalm 96:9. 


Recently when reading from the 
Revised Standard Version I was 
surprised and somewhat dis- 
tressed to find the familiar words 
given in another, and apparently 
quite different, rendering: ‘‘Wor- 
ship the Lord in holy array.” The 
older translation seemed more 
meaningful to me. The RSV trans- 
lation seemed to represent only 
the clothing worn in worship. 


But I expect ‘the recent trans- 
lation is more accurate and I 
want the Bible to be translated 
in a way which most perfectly 
mirrors the original. 

It is, of course, important that 
we approach God in worship in 
a manner that does reverence to 
His eternal majesty. A certain 
dignity and humility of dress al- 
ways is appropriate. Traditional- 
ly clergymen have worn pulpit 
robes. These gowns are black in 
color and have a historically sig- 
nificant character. Not all pastors 
wear robes in church, nor is it 
essential that they do. 

Black has long been associated 
with the pulpit, not because min- 
isters are supposed to be particu- 
larly solemn as some laymen 
think, but because a person in 
black calls less attention to his 
person and so indicates that the 
word he interprets is more im-

portant than the interpreter him- 
self. 

Laymen, too, dress in clothes 
more befitting worship when they 
attend church than, say, the ball 
park. I think most of us consider 
with some pride the way we dress 
for church, not because we are 
anxious to look good to others but 
because we feel that in a sense 
we are closer to God in worship 
than at other times. 

So we should worship the Lord 
in holy array, in clothing that be- 
fits the presence of the Most High. 
But, in truth, the habiliments of 
the flesh are not nearly as im- 
portant when approaching God in 
worship and praise as are the 
habiliments of the spirit. We ought 
not to shuffle into church in the 
same fashion we would enter a 
motion picture theater, for in- 
stance. Our spirits ought to be 
alerted before worship. A casual, 
off-handed manner or an attitude 
of disinterestedness would be in- 
appropriate and spiritually un- 
profitable in church. You see, in 
the garbing of our spirits before 
worship we can be well dressed 
or shabbily adorned. 

Ritualistic correctness in wor- 
ship is not as important as a holi- 
ness of demeanor and a reverence 
of disposition.

Wayne Morse of Orgeon, Pat Mc-

upbraiding him for not taking 
the party further to the left, for 
not pushing higher spending.

Johnson for failing to hold.more 
caucuses — those little “town 
meetings” of Senate’ Democrats 
which usually widen rather than 
bridge party differences. They 
are criticizing him for not sup- 
porting the spending programs in 
which they earnestly believe. 
The critics of the Johnson lead- 
ership believe that unless the 
Democratic Party creates for it- 
self a more liberal, higher-spend- 
ing record and image it will risk 
losing the 1960 election, par- 
ticularly if Gov. Nelson Rockefel- 
ler is the Republican nominee. 
Sen. Johnson believes that 
maintaining the moderate, slight- 
ly-left-of-Eisenhower record and 
image which the party has ex- 
emplified since he became Sen- 
ate leader in 1953 will give the 
Democratic Party the best 
chance of winning in 1960.

This overture will be studied 
by the Committee on Christian 
Relations, which will make a rec- 
ommendation on its approval or 
disapproval by the full assembly. 


This same committee will also 
be asked to make a study of “‘the 
Christian attitude toward capital 
punishment.”’ This is the first time 
the question of capital punishment 
has come before the assembly and 
church officials here feel that no 
statement will be made this year. 
They feel, rather, that a special 
committee may be appointed to 
study the matter and bring in a 
report in 1960. 


FIREWORKS EXPECTED 


The question of membership in 
the National Council of Churches 
is expected to draw fireworks 
during the six-day assembly. For 
several years, a group within the 
assembly has been dissatisfied 
with statements of the council. 


Fuel was added to the fire this 
year by a recommendation of a 
World Order Study Group spon- 
sored by a division of the Na- 
tional Council that Red China be 
admitted to the United Nations 
and be recognized by the United 
States. mh 


Ten of the 83 Presbyteries in 
the denomination have submitted 
overtures asking withdrawal or 
condemnation of the National 
Council as the result of the study 
report. 

DEPLORE ACTIONS 

The Augusta-Macon Presbytery 
submitted an overture deploring 
the actions of the World Study 
Conference. Other overtures come 
from presbyteries in Tennessee, 
Mississippi, South Carolina, Vir- 
ginia, Louisiana and Oklahoma. 


The race issue will come be- 
fore the assembly in a six-part 
report on Christian harmony pre- 
pared by the committee on Chris. 
tian Relations. 


This report says, ‘“‘Many people 
recall nostalgically what former- 
ly appeared to be good racial re- 
lations, overlooking the fact that 
previous existing relationships 
were far from satisfactory to a 
large part of the population and 
were especially disheartening to 
the Negro.” 


URGES DEDICATION 


The report further states that 
“civil courts do not provide an 
adequate answer” and adds that 
litigation often increases the es- 
trangement. 


The report calls upon Christians 
to “be dedicated by the very lib- 
erty that is theirs in Christ to 
keep safe the freedom of the two 
peoples to meet voluntarily in un- 
hampered assembly and genuine 
fellowship” and says that com- 
munity agencies ‘‘could rightful- 
ly expect responsible performance 
from Negro citizens as they do 
from white citizens.”’

The first thing they did was 
construct a tokonoma which 
will remain a permanent part 
of the association collection. 


For the benefit of the home 
folks, a tokonoma is an orna- 
mental recess in a Japanese 
room and is where the Japanese 
display their art objects. 


On the back wall! is a lovely 
panel, or scroll which usually 
consists of a landscape or a 
bit of calligraphy. There is 
a flower arrangement on the 
floor and somewhere nearby 
is a small ornament like an 
incense burner. All these things 
are supposed to blend like sal- 
ad dressing. When these ac- 
cessories are changed—and 
they will be every two or three 
weeks—it is supposed to mean 
a different season of the year 
or some idea different from the 
one used in the first place. It's 
all just an Oriental trick to 


keep things as myterious as the 
Far East. 


For instance, you can't just 
walk up and stop and look at 
this thing called a tokonoma. 
Oh, no. Nothing that simple. 
You have to kneel down on a 
zabuton (that’s a cushion) so 
that you can see it from the 
right angle. Local experts on 
Japanese know-how have pro- 
vided no answer on what would 
happen if you looked at it the 
wrong way.

WITH BUDDHISM 


It is believable that men of 
very olden times picked pretty 
flowers and beautified their huts 
with flowers. But is it said that 
flower arrangement originated 
historically from the custom of 
offering flowers to Buddhist 
statues. Buddhism was intro 
duced into Japan in the sixth 
century. Apart from flower ar- 
rangement in Buddhist temples, 
there were established lots of 
schools of this art in the Ashi- 
kaga era (14th and 15th cen- 
turies). 


It was thought that flower 
arrangement was a noble hobby 
every woman of high rank 
should master. This hobby, how- 
ever, was later intermingled 
with the ceremony of offering 
flowers to Buddhist temples 
again. The Meiji Reformation 
in 1867, when Japan reopened 
her door to foreign countries, 
was a turning point of this art.
